T H E T A R IFF B A TTLE 


For the first time in twenty year*, the manufacturing inter- 
eato of the U. S. A. have a chance to do oomething towards the 
re-establishment of the protectionist principles which, in the half- 
century immediately following the Civil War, built this nation 
from farmlands to the richest and strongest count#} on earth. 
- 
Not since the first half of the Hoover Administration has 
tbs* country enjoyed what it has at the present moment— clean­ 
cut control of both the executive and legislative branches by the 
Republican Party. 
In 1947 the Republicans beld both Houses of Congress. 
Rut there was a New Dealer named T rumen in the White House, 
end the Republicans were powerless to do anything constructive 
about the tariffs and the mis-named reciprocal trade agreements 
program— would have been impotent even if Senator Vanden­ 
berg hadn't mouse-trapped them before they could get started. 
This time it is different. The Republican Party, long pledged 
to support the concepts of protectionism as the only means of 
safeguarding American labor, American farmers and American 
producers from low-wage, low-tandard foreign competition, can 
at least start the ball rolling this season. 
A measure to that purpose has been introduced by n Penn­ 
sylvanian, Congressman Richard M. Simpson, dean of tho Key­ 
stone State Republicans on Capitol Hill. Mr. Simpson's name is 
on the measure officially recommended by the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which is the tariff committee as well as the 
tax committee of the Lower House. 
Chairman of the Committee is Congressman Daniel A. 
Reed whose name is on the Committee's bill proposing sharp 
income tax reductions this year. 
The Simpson Bill proposes some exceedingly mild restric­ 
tions on the reciprocal trade program, which it would extend for 
one more year while studies called for by President Eisenhower 
ore being completed. 
What the Simpson Bill would do, in brief, would be to 
strengthen the Tariff Commission and permit it to fix “peril 
points'* in tariff rates below which no one would be allowed to 
reduce the tariffs. 
At the present moment, the Tariff Commission makes 
studies of the effect of tariff cuts on labor, industry and the gen­ 
eral economy, and figures out these peril points. They have virtu­ 
ally no standing, however, since a President is able to over-rule 
them and slash rates which may spell ruination to a line of in­ 
dustry and mass-unemployment for those working in it. 
The Ways and Means Committee believes it is un-American 
for any one man, even though he be President, to have this power 
of life and death over supposedly “free" enterprise in flus self­ 
governing Republic. 
The White House, however, has permitted its spokesman 
to sharply criticize the Simpson Bill and to misrepresent it as 
being a drastic limitation of the President's powers to deal with 
foreign countries. An effort is being made to “stall" the matter 
under the pretext that it is necessary to wait till the study is com-

Ores IO Pouts for Prisoners’ Exchange 


Panmonjom—Here are the IO points of agreement covering the 
exchange of sick and wounded prisoners of war In Korea— 
1. Repatriation shall 
be at Panmunjom. 
2. Repatriation shall 
Commence not later than ten days after the 
signing of the agreement. 
3. The Communists shall deliver sick and injured captured person­ 
nel at the rate of IOO per day. Hie Allies shall deliver ailing captured 
prisoners at the rate or 600 per day. 
4. Each side shall exchange prisoners In groups of 25. 
6. A representative of both sides shall sign a receipt aa captured 
personnel are delivered. 
6. Both sides guarantee immunity from all attacks to mil and motor 
movements carrying sick and Injured prisoners. 
7. Liaison groups of both sides and their parties 
shall have free 
access to, and free movement within, the Panmunjom conference site 
area. 
8. During the exchange at Panmunjom, the armed military police of 
each side shall be increased to the maximum of 16 
9. Other administrative details shall be mutually arranged by officers 
designated by the senior member of the liaison group of each aide. 
10. This agreement is effective when signed and will be terminated 
dtty» aft** the commencement of repatriation of sick and wounded 
captured personnel. 


Atomic Explosion Fails to Send Up Cloud 


Nev.--A mystery-shrouded atomic explosion, which for 
the first time in 2£ detonations failed to send up a mushroom cloud visi­ 
ble in Las Vegas 75 miles from the site, rocked the Nevada desert prov­ 
ing grounds today. Failure of the mushroom cloud to become visible In 
Las Vegas brought immediate speculation that atomic experts had 
effected a sub-surface atomic detonation.

LEVITTOWN, Apr. l l —On being 
notified of the plans of the Penna. 
Railroad Co. to run two express 
trains from Levittown station in 
June, Alexander Kopstetn, of 23 
Linden lane, chairman of the public 
utilities committee of the Levittown 
Civic Association, commented: 
"I am grateful that the efforts 
of the Levittown Civic Association 
at least have brought us one ex­ 
press train dally Ai each direction. 
However, In discussing the lack of 
additional trains, the Penna. Utilit­ 
ies Commission quoted figures pro­ 
vided by the Penna. Railroad.” 
Knpstein’s public utilities com­ 
mittee was formerly called the 
transportation committee. He said 
ho was personally notified of the 
railroad plans In a letter from Guy 
R. Johnson, director of the P.U.C.
